Television, on the other hand, requires its viewers to be at a certain place, at a 
certain time in order to watch and listen to the news. If they are busy people, they 
will miss the news. They cannot choose to read it on the move or throughout the 
day. They cannot even choose which piece of news they wish to skip. One way could 
be to record it and watch it later. But the point is that it is not that convenient. 

News coverage over television is different from reading newspaper. Newspapers 
were primarily established to cover the news and later on they added entertainment.

He has set very high and 
noble ideals through his practical example for all mankind to follow in every field of 
life. 

Minor cuts and scrapes is usually stop bleeding on their own. If they don't, apply 
gentle pressure with clean cloth or bandage. Hold the pressure continuously for 20 to 
30 seconds and if possible elevate the wound.

Handling minor accidents at home or on the road develops a sense crisis 
management. They may prepare people to tackle with unexpected emergence with 
great confidence. Minor cuts and scrapes usually do not need to go to the emergency 
room. Yet proper care is essential to avoid infection of other complications.
